The Passing Show 


By J. S. COWPER 

A Vancouver friend sends me a photograph 
and description of a new motor that has been 
invented and built there, preparatory to pro- 
duction on a commercial basis. If it does half 
what is claimed for it, then it is destined to 
revolutionize everything in which motor power 
is required—aircraft, water. 
craft, automobiles and indus- 
trial plants. It will help the 
farmer with his mechanized 
farming and should be cap- 
able of a thousand adaptions. 

That justifies a longer 
description, 


Hitherto, we have had 
three distinct types of motors 
—the electric motor, the 

J. S. Cowper reciprocating engine and the 
turbine. Gas and diesel engines are adaptions 
of the steam reciprocating engine, to permit of 
the use of new fuels and methods of ignition. 
The new engine, called the Kinetic motor is a 
new type of engine using pos:’ive pressure, 
and with but four moving parts. 

The model recently tested, occupies a space 
of less than one cubic foot, weighs only 70 
pounds and develops one horse-power for each 
four pounds of pressure applied. That is to 
say, at 100 pounds pressure it developed 26 
brake horse-power and at 400 pounds pressure 
102 brake horse-power. It runs at high speeds, 
there being no reciprocating members or fly- 
wheel. At 26 B.H.P. it makes 2200 revolutions 
per minute, the four moving parts rotating 
within the casing on ball bearings. The entire 
engine can be taken apart and reassembled in 
an hour, only two wrenches being required. 

What principle is used, is not disclosed. A 
statement that 12 impulses are given to the 
shaft with each rotation—equal to the power 
strokes of a 24 cylinder gas engine—may indi- 
cate a turbine principle. It is intended to op- 
erate with air or steam pressure. Each high 
pressure unit consists of engine, generator and 
condenser. 

Larger engines, it is claimed, will develop 
horse-power on an engine weight ratio of one- 
half pound per horse-power. With 102 horse- 
power from a 70-pound unit, that claim 
seems to be substantiated. Lowest weight gas- 
oline motors are on a ratio of about one pound 
per horse-power. With no vibration, no noise, 
high torque at low speeds and absence of fire 
hazard, the new motor will greatly help avia- 
tion if the claims made for it prove to be well 
founded. 

Felice Holzneckt, a Vancouver man, is the 
inventor. Patent rights have been obtained by 
a Vancouver firm interested in shipbuilding 
and airplane construction. The company says 
it will be able to supply power units for half 
the price at which Diesel engines now sell 

With the Edson offer of public service— 
involving a pledge to organize and galvanize 
a movement for reduced coal rates from Al- 
berta—safely off his conscience, the thoughts 
of your columnist have been turning to the 
little Paradise Island and to plans for a com- 
bination motor-sailing cruiser. The power end 
of it will await further news of the development 
of the silent and vibrationless Kinetic motor.

Presto! Without ever having slogged at 
light, heat and power, without ever memoriz- 
ing the law of physics that the heat of a mass 
is in the inverse ratio to its volume, these 
African natives ignite the charge by the heat 
of compression. They used the Diesel principle 
before ever Diese] did. 

Since Diesel’s day the Germans have de- 
veloped the Junkers type of opposed-piston 
engine, which made the pocket-battleship 
Deutschland possible. At present they are said 
to be experimenting on a steam turbine for 
aircraft, hoping to get away from fire-risk and 
the ignition interference at which all military 
powers profess some skill. It looks as if they 
can quit experimenting now, and send orders 
in to Canada for Kinetic motors. 


The appalling list of accidents in private

Among the tests it successfully accomplished 
was pulling the stick al] the way back a{ 200 
feet--a manoeuvre usually fatal in conventional 
craft. It was brought to a ful) stal] at 50 feet 
and later deliberately glided to the ground 
without levelling off. In both cases the plane 
clung to the earth without bouncing, ang 
stopped in its own length without nosing over 
when the pilot applied the brakes hard. 

That means more to most of us than for 
some chap to make 600 miles an hour threugh 
the stratosphere. The 15 new planes are to be 
used hy the aeronautical inspectors of the De. 
partment of Commerce.

Testing For Deafnes y SIDE GLANCES — By Geo 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 

It is surprising how many patients who are 
hard of hearing have never had an examination 
to find out why the hearing is affected. 

Sometimes an examination will disclose that 
the external ear canal is filled with hardened 
wax which presses up against the ear drum and 
is interfering with hearing. 
In these instances, the hear- 
ing will be quickly restored 
through syringing out the 
hardened wax. 

By far the greatest num- 
ber of cases of deafness arise 
from infections of the middle 
ear which travel up the Eu- 
stachian tube from the phar- 
ynx. In the simplest cases, 
the Eustachian tube becomes 
clogged with the exudate re- 
Sulting from a catarrhal inflammation. These 
patients experience ringing noises in the ears, 
difficulty in hearing, and a pronounced discom- 
fort in the ears when ascending to high alti- 
tudes. Fortunately, such cases respond readily 
to suitable treatment. The disorder becomes 
more difficult to treat when the inflammation 
has spread up into the middle ear where it may 
cause adhesions to form around the three small 
bones which convey the vibrations from the 
ear drum to the inner ear. 

Sometimes the ear drum is broken, ruptured 
or thickened due to abscesses, infection or in- 
jury. Curiously enough, the rupture of an ear 
drum is not as serious as it sounds, provided 
there is enough of the eer drum left to provide 
a contact with the chain of small bones leading 
to the inner ear. 

The form of deafness most resistant to treat- 
ment is that form which results when the audi- 
tory nerve or the portion of the brain recording 
hearing, is destroyed. A simple test which 
proves effective in determining this is to place 
a watch in front of the ear. If the patient can 
hear the watch at this point, place it against the 
temporal bone and then over the mastoid pro- 
cess, the large bony prominence behind the ear. 
The sound will be conveyed through the bones 
of the skull to the inner ear, and, if the nerve is 
uninjured, the patient will be able to hear the 
watch ‘even though he can not hear it in tront 
of the ear. Should this test prove that the audi- 
tory nerve is functioning properly, there is 
usually hope that the hearing may be restored, 
or at least improved. 

When the hearing is not absolutely gone, the 
patient will’ frequently show considerable im- 
provement through the use of a fasting and 
dieting regimen which will clear up any in- 
flammation of a catarrhal nature which may 
be present in the middle car. Sometimes the 
progress is markedly slow and the patient does 
not notice the gradual improvement being made 
and becomes discouraged. 

It is hard for the patient to accurately guage 
the exact improvement secured. In order to 
arrive at a correct opinion, a machine has been 
devised, similar to a phonograph, to test the 
hearing. A standard record is used and on the 
record numbers from one to nine mixed in 
various combinations are repeated. The num- 
bers become fainter in sound toward the end of 
the record and any one hearing the last num- 
bers must have a normal hearing sense. The 
ears are tested one at a time and the patient 
writes down the numbers as he hears them from 
the record. At the end, the numbers he has 
written are compared with those which are 
correct and in this way the hearing is graded. | 
One with good hearing will have all of the num- 
bers correctly. Through the use of this appar- 
atus the patient is able to determine exactly 
how much improvement he has made in restor- | 
ing his hearing

ing any definite statement about 
a question of some general pub- 
lic interest; the drive directed by 
Sir Edward Beatty in favor of 
the amalgamation of the railways 
under conditions which will give 
the Canadian Pacific contro].

3 NEW CASES

Twenty-Three Persons 
Now Suffering Malady 


in Edmonton 


Bringing the total to 35, three city 
eases and one country case of in- 
fantile paralysis were reported to 
the city health department over the 
week-end, Dr. R. B. Jenkins, medi- 
cal health officer, stated Monday. 
One of the three new city cases ‘s 
a resident of North Edmonton, and 
this is the first record of the disease 
in that part of the city. 

Twenty-three Edmontonians are 
now suffering from the malady, 
while 12 country patients are also 
receiving treatment here. 

To date, 106 families have ap- 
plied for vaccine treatment for 
their children as an immunization 
measure against infantile paralysis 
Dr. Jenkins said he planned to con- 
fer soon with Dr. D. J. Dunn, of 
the school medical branch, with a 
view to deciding how much vac- 
cine was necessary for vaccination 
purposes here. The supply will be 
secured from New York and should; 
reach the city by next week-end. 

The city health board at its regu- 
lar meeting at 8 p.m. Wednesday 
will discuss the disease situation 
further.
